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FEDERAL INMATE SENTENCED TO 35 YEARS FOR BRUTAL
MURDER OF FELLOW INMATE

PHOENIX – David Frank Jennings, 31, an inmate at the Federal Correctional Institution in
Phoenix (FCI Phoenix), was sentenced here to 35 years in federal prison by Senior U.S. District
Judge Earl H. Carroll.  Jennings had pleaded guilty on October 25, 2007 to Second Degree Murder.

The facts showed that on November 4, 2005, inmate-victim Earl Krugel (62) was doing
pushups in the recreation yard at FCI Phoenix when Jennings approached Krugel from behind and
bludgeoned him in the head five times with a piece of concrete wrapped in a mesh bag.  Krugel was
pronounced dead on the scene.

The investigation in this case was conducted by the Federal Bureau of Investigation and
the Federal Bureau of Prisons.  The prosecution was handled by Alison S. Bachus and Thomas C.
Simon, Assistant U.S. Attorneys, District of Arizona, Phoenix.
